ing people to the area. 
Niagara could do more of 
that, he said. 

“Making Niagara the live 
entertainment capital of 
Canada just makes sense. We 
have the people here. We can 
bring lots more here and we 
can bring them back year 
after year or even month 
after month.” 

Bitter says people are 
“clamouring” for decent- 


paying jobs in the riding. The 
Greens want to support 
entrepreneurship and small 
businesses by raising the 
employer health tax exemp¬ 
tion to $800,000, from 
$450,000. 

And lowering taxes for 
small businesses works bet¬ 
ter than corporate tax cuts, 
he says. "Corporate tax cuts 
don't work. We have the low¬ 
est corporate tax rates in 


North America in Ontario 
and yet our unemployment 
still skyrockets.” 

He says food and water 
companies should have 
"access to affordable financ¬ 
ing” so they can survive if 
they hit “bumps in the road.” 

He’d like to see low or 
zero-interest loans for those 
in food processing indus¬ 
tries, which would give farm¬ 
ers back the market they 


need, would keep food here 
in our own backyard, and 
would create jobs. 

“Healthy soil equals 
healthy food equals a healthy 
economy,” he says.

Feb. 13, let your voices be heard 


We haven’t had a lot of time to pre¬ 
pare for the upcoming vote - we’ve 
known it was coming since the fall, but 
the actual date was only announced a 
month before the Feb. 13 byelection 
to replace Liberal MPP Kim Craitor, 
who announced his resignation in 
October. 

However, we’ve offered a profile of 
each candidate - all eight of them - 
and there have been all-candidates 
meetings in Niagara Falls, Fort Erie 
and Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

If jobs are important to you; if you 
care about local education; if you are 
concerned about health care—those 
are the issues that the province and 
our MPP can influence, so if you care 
about those very important factors 
that determine the health of our econ¬ 
omy, our communities and our fami¬ 
lies, please vote. 

It’s also important to choose a poli¬ 
tician who understands our commu¬ 
nity, its values and beliefs, and what 
its resident hold dear. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake has a reputa¬ 


tion for exceeding the average voter 
turnout, but that doesn’t mean we 
have a great turnout. 

Most people vote for a specific 
party, the one with the ideology that 
best matches their own. They are not 
necessarily voting for the candidate, 
and seldom budge because of some¬ 
thing they may have read or heard. 

However, if you’re not one of those 
voters committed to a particular party, 
do a bit of research. Ask around at the 
coffee shop to find out who people 
support and why. 

Kim Craitor was popular in all three 
of the municipalities in this riding. But 
without him, there maybe some move¬ 
ment away from the Liberals. Time 
will tell. 

However you decide to do your 
research, we hope you take this 
responsibility to heart and let your 
voices be heard. Because if you don’t 
vote, one thing you can be sure of - 
your voice wasn’t heard, and you won’t 
be able to complain that nobody’s lis-

Roundabout 
waste of 
$2.5 million 

Re: Roundabout pro¬ 
posal at Niagara Stone 
Rd. and Concession 6: 

It appears the only 
argument put forward in 
favour of a roundabout to 
be located at Stone Rd. 
and Concession 6 is the 
vague concept called 
'traffic calming.’ 

In reality it should just 
be called ‘traffic slowing’ 
as that will be the net 
effect of placing an obsta¬ 


cle on a perfectly straight 

Sure, periodicallythere 
are high volumes of traf¬ 
fic on Stone Rd. and con¬ 
cerns about the possibili¬ 
ty of even greater vol¬ 
umes, but how is con¬ 
stricting traffic flow going 
to improve the situation? 
Wouldn’t that cause even 
more congestion as the 
traffic stacks up? Do the 

For Concession 6, the 
favoured proposal only 
services its southerly 
direction with the round¬ 
about, leaving a T inter¬ 
section at the northerly 
approach, immediately 
adjacent to the round- 


Two intersections cre¬ 
ated out of one. No prob¬ 
lems solved here. How 
will this work better? 

The latest revision to 
the proposal (Niagara 
Advance, Dec. 26) finally 
confirms this whole idea 
is a senseless waste. 

If tall, thick bushes are 
planted in the centre of 
the roundabout, sight 
lines will be obscured, 
how is safety enhanced 
when you can’t see 
around the corner at a 
roundabout? 

Think about this for a 
moment: wasted space 
and money. How many 
acres will this roundabout 


consume? it can’t be used 
as a public park for fear 
that someone will come 
crashing through the 
middle any second. 

It can’t be used to grow 
grapes or other crops 
because of persistent salt 
damage. So, is the solu- 

expensive salt-tolerant 
plants and throw a per¬ 
petual maintenance cost 
at the town? Then use the 
town's drinking water 
supply to irrigate this 
wasteland? I can feel my 
wallet getting lighter 
already. 

Yet someone is trying 
to sell this as 'pretty.' 
Can’t see it from my 


If you want to calm 
(slow down) traffic, lower 
the speed limit. Cost is a 
couple of road signs, not 
$2.5 million to create a 
hindrance for all traffic 
24/7, including emergen¬ 
cy vehicles. 

Not a big fan of traffic 
lights. In my view they 
tend to snarl traffic rather 
than expedite it. But if 
there’s a congestion prob¬ 
lem at Stone Rd. and 
Concession 6, how about 
installing a new technol¬ 
ogy called ‘intelligent 
traffic lights.’ Signals that 
analyze current traffic 
conditions and respond 
to give the greatest bene¬ 


fit to everyone. 
Revolutionary. Calmed 
traffic, no traffic jams. 

Not possible? Try this: 
install traffic signals, give 
me the remote control 
and watch how it's done. 
Practically child’s play. 
The turning lanes already 
exist. Not much else to 
do. 

Throw $2.5 million my 
way and I’ll play with that 
remote for as long as you 
want. Not a bad-paying 
job, and easy too. 

Or just spend the 
money recklessly like the 
other levels of govern¬ 
ment do.

at last week's meeting was 
hearing from George Scott 
about the Niagara Beeway 
- local as it is, it will actu¬ 
ally show ways to help the 
world. 

As I have previously 
mentioned, honey bees 
around the world have 
been dying in mass num¬ 
bers for years. 

Despite this issue con¬ 
founding scientists, many, 
including apiarist Scott, 
believe it is due to pesti¬ 
cides used for agricul- 


Scott is the chairman 
of the National Beeway, a 
non-profit organization 
operating under the fund¬ 
ing umbrella of L3K 
Wildlife Habitat 

Restoration and aimed at 
promoting biodiversity 
across the region. 

Last Tuesday night at 
the hort meeting, Scott 
gave a great talk on honey 
bees and the mysterious 
Niagara Beeway. 

The Beeway is an area 
on either side of the 
Welland Canal where wild 
and domestic bees are 
inexplicably thriving; only 
one other area in Canada 
seems to exist where bees 
are as prolific. 

Scott also discussed 
the current initiatives 
being undertaken to pro¬ 
tect and mitigate poten¬ 
tial risks to bees in Ontario 
- including discouraging 
home and property own¬ 
ers from Idlling swarms 
with insecticides. 


Beeway, working with 
area beekeepers, will cap¬ 
ture reported swarms free 
of charge (anywhere in 
Niagara the Beeway has a 
nearby beekeeper, who is 
often able to show up and 
capture a swarm within 

These captured swarms 
are used for an apprentice 
program, training a new 
generation of beekeepers. 

According to Scott, we 
all need to remember that 
the importance of bees 
isn't the honey. 

They are critical as pol¬ 
linators for crops and wild 
plants—without them 
crops would not repro-

Manufacturing is alive and well in Niagara, with 1,300 new jobs last year 


> Most Niagara 
manufacturers 
are planning to 
expand within 
next three years 


When it comes to man¬ 
ufacturing in Niagara, I 
can't help but shake my 
head when I overhear the 
dire coffee-shop talk. 

Certainly, we took a 
devastating hit in the 2008 
recession. And we're still 
on the road to recovering 
the jobs we lost. But the 
longer we get stuck dwell¬ 
ing in a woe-is-me frame 
of mind, the more we miss 
what’s really going on in 
Niagara: That we’re buck¬ 
ing the provincial trend 
and adding manufactur¬ 
ing jobs, even as Ontario 
on the whole shed them 
last year. 

Surprised we’re ahead 



of the curve? 

And yet, that’s reality. 
In the past year, another 

1.300 manufacturing jobs 
landed here in Niagara. 
How about the goods- 
producing sector? Another 

2.300 jobs in the black. 
Construction? It’s holding 
its own with another 300 

A first step? Sure — and 
a good one, at that. But to 
me, it's also proof positive 


that advanced manufac¬ 
turing is alive and well in 
Niagara. And it’s a sign 
that the teamwork we’ve 
been doing to get these 
jobs here is paying off. 

To me, that’s what we 
ought to be talking about 
over a double-double. 
Especially when we’ve 
asked manufacturers 
themselves and found 
almost three-quarters of 
them are planning to 
expand their businesses 
within the next three 
years. They’re thinking 
positive. Why not the rest 
of us? 

We’ve got to keep the 
ball rolling, and that 
means not losing the good 
things in the shadow of 
the challenges. We've all 
swallowed the bitter pill 
of tough unemployment 
numbers, even if we made 
out better than some on a 
yearly basis. 

We can’t forget that too 


many Niagarans are still 
without a job. 

But we're bringing 
everyone together to try 
and attract the good-pay¬ 
ing, highly skilled jobs our 
residents need, and I 
think we ought not to be 
shy about our efforts bear¬ 
ing fruit. 

I’m encouraged to see 
those new manufacturing 
jobs because it shows 
we’re thinking the right 
way about shoring up a 
historic pillar of our econ- 

There’s no silver bullet 
solution. Gone are the 
days of luring one big fac¬ 
tory with hundreds of jobs 
and calling it mission 
accomplished. 

Instead, we're going up 
the ladder one rung at a 
time. A small plant here, a 
medium-sized business 
there. And we’re focusing 
on specific clusters of 
industry that could be a 


fit for Niagara. 

Even in small incre¬ 
ments, it's starting to pay 
dividends. We set our 
sights as a region on 
building a green energy 
cluster. Fast forward to 
now, and we’ve got not 
one, but three renewable 
energy companies putting 
down roots in Niagara. 
That means three sepa¬ 
rate infusions of advanced 
manufacturing jobs. 

That's exciting. 

Goes great with a cof¬ 
fee and a donut, too. 

And it’s something 
Niagara is pulling off by 
working together; from 
regional council’s focus 
on jobs to our partner¬ 
ships with Niagara 
College, the Niagara 
Industrial Association 
and the 12 area municipal 
partners.

If the government does 
a lot less, individuals can 
do a lot more. 

That’s the ideology 
Ontario should adopt as it 
tries to get out from 
underneath an $11.7-mil- 
lion deficit and $272 bil¬ 
lion of debt, says 
Libertarian party candi¬ 
date Stefanos Karatopis. 

“The party is the same 
as which I am for: Less 
government inference,” 
says Karatopis, who is new 
to politics having never 
run for public office 
before. “There is, I think, 
a problem with control, 
overzealous, overregula¬ 


tion. There’s just too much 
control on private prop¬ 
erty. We cannot run any 
businesses. It’s too much 
red tape to get through.” 

Karatopis says he was 
approached by the 
Libertarian party to rep¬ 
resent them for the Feb. 
13 provincial Niagara Falls 
riding byelection. 

Karatopis says if more 
people were encouraged 
to open “whatever types 
of business they want” on 
private property, more 
jobs would be created. 

As an example of gov¬ 
ernment interference, he 
points to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake wineries. 

"I believe they also 
should be able to sell their 
wines in any retail mar¬ 
ket. If we introduce com¬ 
petition then the prices 
will fall and would pre¬ 
vent the people from 
going over the border to 
purchase the same prod¬ 
uct for a much less. This 


will in turn support the 
economy and encourage 
a higher volume in sales. 

In turn this would sup¬ 
port the local economy 
and support the wine pro¬ 
ducers. A Libertarian gov¬ 
ernment would sell off the 
LCBO and allow private 
competition.” 

Karatopis says energy 
is one of the issues he 
would like to discuss dur¬ 
ing the byelection cam¬ 
paign.

Joyce Morocco wants 
to bring local issues to 
Queen’s Park.

Will school board staff 
be swayed from their 
original objective? 

Parliament Oak Public 
School parents and mem¬ 
bers of CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 

Responsible Education) 
will know the answer to 
that on Tuesday, when 
trustees will hear the 
District School Board of 
Niagara staff recommen¬ 
dation, along with the 
accommodation review 


committee recommenda- 

The review committee 
began its work last 
September with two 
options presented by 
school board staff; both 
to close Parliament Oak 
and amalgamate students 
at Crossroads Public 
School in Virgil, although 
with different timing. 

But those were only 
intended to be discussion 
points, ARC members 
were told, and the com¬ 
mittee chose instead to 
recommend Parliament 
Oak remain open. 

“We haven’t seen any¬ 
thing from the board 
since,” says Lyndsay 
Gazzard, co-chair of 
CARE. 

“We encourage the 
community to come out 
to that meeting and hear 
what the DSBN staff are 
proposing.” 

CARE members "are 
hoping the work we’ve 


done will make them 
change their proposal,” 
said Gazzard. 

Until they know what 
direction the board staff 
is going, it’s difficult to 
plan ahead, but CARE 
members will be speak¬ 
ing to trustees at three 
future school board meet¬ 
ings, she said. 

Robin Ridesic, CARE 
member and local busi¬ 
ness owner, has been 
talking to DSBN senior 
planning staff at length, 
presenting enrolment 
projections that show 
growth, especially once 
full-day Junior 

Kindergarten is offered 
next September - the last 
school in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to offer the full-day 
program. 

“The staff were willing 
to listen to our perspec¬ 
tive but feel their plan¬ 
ning models are tried and 
true and we have to 
respect that they may 


choose to set aside our 
data,” said Ridesic. 

Marie Lapointe, a 
NOTL resident, life-time 
educator and volunteer at 
Parliament Oak, said it’s 
important to remember 
school trustees are people 
and parents and will find 
the decision difficult. 

“We really are hopeful 
that with all the commu¬ 
nity and local business 
support, in addition to 
the passionate support of 
parents, the trustees will 
see how important it is to 
vote “yes” and keep 
Parliament Oak open, and 
not overcrowd 

Crossroads.” 

Following the Feb. 11 
meeting the trustees will 
hear from concerned citi¬ 
zens Feb. 25, March 25 
and April 8, at the DSBN 
head office on Carlton 
Street in St. Catharines. 

Trustees are also con¬ 
sidering recommenda¬ 
tions from two other 


accommodation review 
committees as the board 
looks for solutions to 
excess capacity across the 
region. 

CARE members are 
hoping the community 
support, including a peti¬ 
tion with almost 1,000 
signatures, and the 


research they have pre¬ 
sented will encourage 
trustees to look for a “cre¬ 
ative solution” to the 
capacity issue, rather than 
just closing schools, says 
Gazzard, “and begin a 
new day of communica¬ 
tion and partnership with 
the Town.

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Trustee pitches park rezoning to councillors 


There were sharp dis¬ 
agreements at the com¬ 
mittee of the whole 
Monday when Jonathan 
Fast, a local realtor and 
trustee on the District 
School Board of Niagara, 
pitched his ideas for 
building condos in 
Veterans’ Memorial Park 
and recreational facilities 
at the former high school 
site on Niagara Stone Rd. 

Fast had met with 
councillors Gary Zalepa 
Jr. and Jamie King last fall 
to discuss his proposals, 
but this was the first time 
he approached the rest of 
council. He said there is 


an increased need to 
make plans for the school 
board property now that 
DSBN support staff has 
moved out of the building 
and it has been declared 
surplus by the board. 

“ I represent a business 
and family group who 
wants to plan for Niagara- 
on-the-Lake’s future 
growth," said Fast. “The 
protection of the 
Greenbelt surrounding 
the Old Town places a 
premium on infilling 
projects.” 

Fast envisioned turn¬ 
ing about seven acres of 
the BCing St. park, where 
the ball diamonds and 
soccer fields are located, 
into family and senior- 
friendly condos. He sug¬

pool and tennis courts 
remain at the site with the 
soccer fields being relo¬ 
cated to the former high 
school property atNiagara 
Stone Rd. 

The revenue from the 
sale of the parkland for 
housing would help pay 
for an indoor swimming 
pool at the community 
centre, said Fast. He also 
wants the town to buy the 
24-acre high school prop¬ 
erty to build a large-scale 
gymnasium for hosting a 
variety of spectator sports, 
including indoor tennis 
and soccer, and re-sell 
five acres for commercial 

Coun. Martin Mazza 
tried to question Fast 
about whether he has a 
conflict of interest regard¬ 
ing his proposals because 
of his position on the 
school board and employ¬ 


ment as a real estate 

Zalepa Jr., who was 
chairing the meeting, said 
Fast was not obligated to 
respond and disallowed 
the question. 

Virgil resident Paolo 
Miele raised concerns 
about Fast meeting with 
the two councillors prior 
to the DSBN land being 
declared surplus and his 
proposal for the former 
high school property. 

“I have yet to hear of 
Trustee Fast coming to 
council to talk about edu¬ 
cational matters,” said 
Miele. “He’s now promot¬ 
ing the selling of property 
to the town.” 

Miele said if the town 
were to buy the Niagara 
Stone Rd. property, it 
should be used for educa¬ 
tional purposes. 

Coun. Terry Flynn said 
it is far too early for the

Past InfoHealth ses¬ 
sions have focused on 
heart disease; this month, 
the talk is about heart fail- 

It’s a more common 
cause of death than heart 
attack or stroke, says Dr. 
Bill Brown, the organizer 
of monthly InfoHealth 


talks at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Public Library. 

And since its symp¬ 
toms are not as obvious - 
the most notable symp¬ 
tom of a heart muscle that 
is not working efficiently 
is a general feeling of 
tiredness—it can go unno- 

Many factors can lead 
to heart failure, said 
Brown, including heart 
attacks, high blood pres¬ 
sure, vascular disease, an 
abnormal heart rhythm— 
anything that causes inju¬ 
ry to the heart muscle. 

Each injury can further 
damage the heart muscle, 
even over a period of 
decades, says Brown, 
pointing to former U.S. 
vice president Dick 
Cheney as the “poster 
boy” for heart failure. 


Cheney had a long history 
of heart disease, begin¬ 
ning when he was in his 
30s, which included five 
heart attacks. 

He eventually had to 
resort to a wheelchair out 
of fatigue. 

"He was a relatively 
young man, although he 
didn’t look like it." 

Cheney received a 
heart transplant in 2012 
at the age of 71 - likely 
past the age most people 
would be considered for a 
transplant, says Brown- 
and has led an active, 
busy life since. 

"He’s become a totally 

Most people with heart 
failure, said Brown, will 
have had a five to 10-year 
history of heart disease. 

That’s why it’s so

important to deal with 
issues such as high cho¬ 
lesterol, that becomes 
deposited on the walls of 
blood vessels, or diabetes, 
which are hard on the 

The result can be a 
heart that eventually 
becomes so weak, it is no 
longer an efficient pump. 

Although it’s relatively 
uncommon, a viral infec¬ 
tion that targets heart 
muscle can cause heart 
failure. Most people 
recover from that, but not 
all, he said. 

Sometimes heart valves 
fail—they leak, and 
become very inefficient, 
with "less oomph” from 
the heart muscle, he said. 
Valves can be repaired or 
replaced. 

Heart failure can also 
be caused by an "electri¬ 
cal problem,” he said. 

"The heart is like a big 
battery with cables. 
Sometimes people devel¬ 
op erratic electrical dis¬ 
charges, usually too rapid 
a heart beat, and that’s 


fixable as well.” 

If you have trouble 
going up stairs, if you find 
yourself really tired, if you 
are short of breath just 
lying in bed at night or if 
your ankles and lower 
legs are swollen, you 
should ask your physician 
about heart failure, says 
Brown. 

“It’s easy enough for a 
cardiologist to figure out 
whether this person has 
early heart failure, and if 
so, to identify the cause 
and do something about 
it. Many of the factors 
causing heart failure are 
fixable,” says Brown. 

"There are things that 
can be done to stop the 
process, and in some 
cases, possibly reverse it. 
The major issue is to iden¬ 
tify what is causing the 
trouble. A lot can be done 
before the heart muscle 
becomes so far gone you 
can’t fix it.” 

Also important, says 
Brown, is for people who 
have had heart disease to 
understand what can hap¬ 


pen to them if they don’t 
change their lifestyle. 

“If someone has a heart 
attack or stroke, do they 
pay attention to the 
importance of changing 
their lifestyle? The num¬ 
bers are very disappoint¬ 
ing,” he says. 

“People don’t sit up 
and take notice the way 
you think they might. The 
majority revert to the bad 
habits that got them there 
in the first place.” 

Eventually, that can 
lead to a life-ending stroke 
or heart attack, he said, or 
to heart failure. 

"Initially people are 
scared out of their wits, 
but it doesn’t last.” 

DeGroote School of 
Medicine students 
Shoshana Grossman and 
Emerson Marinas will be 
involved in the presenta¬ 
tion, along with Dr. Adnan 
Hameed, a St. Catharines 
cardiologist. 

The presentation will 
be Wednesday, Feb. 12 at 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library, at 2 p.m.

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Shaw Festival back in the black with $1.2 million surplus

Two years of painful 
cuts and restructuring have 
paid off for the Shaw 
Festival. 

During its Annual 
General Meeting on Friday, 
the company reported a 
$1.2 million surplus for the 
2013 season - a spectacu¬ 
lar fiscal comeback after 
three lean years. 

"It was a tremendous 
season in every respect,” 


said Shaw chairman 
Andrew Pringle, relieved 
to finally report some good 
news. But as he and others 
cautioned, one good sea¬ 
son isn't reason to breathe 

“It’s important to 
remember, this is a tough 
business,” he said. "We’ve 
treaded on thin ice. This 
year’s success was a start, 
but it’s important not to let 
up.” 

The chill of the past few 
seasons can still be felt. In 
2010 the company lost $1.2 


million, followed by anoth¬ 
er $1.5 million loss in 2011. 
In 2012, a modest surplus 
of $19,000 signaled the 
turnaround announced 

The arrival of executive 
director Elaine Calder in 
June, 2012, got the ball 
rolling. Running a "very, 
very tight ship,” Calder was 
adamant in bringing the 
company back into the 
black. It meant layoffs, 
budget cuts and a smaller 
acting ensemble. 
Combined with a strong

"We can’t get any lean¬ 
er," she says. “At the same 
time, we want audiences, 
and audiences expect big 
productions and great 
work here. It’s a balancing 

Last year’s box office 
was anchored by the huge 
hits Guys and Dolls and 
Lady Windermere’s Fan in 
the main Festival Theatre, 
which at 856 seats is tied to 
each season’s fate. In the 
company’s other three 


thezatres, productions of 
Major Barbara, Faith 
Healer and Our Betters did 
steady business all sum¬ 
mer. Most surprisingly, all 
30 performances of Tom 
Stoppard’s Arcadia in the 
200-seat Studio Theatre 
were sold out before the 
show even opened. 

It was the first time in 
the company’s 52-year his¬ 
tory that box office exceed¬ 
ed $16 million. 

But even those numbers 
can be deceiving, warned 
Calder. The season’s total 
attendance was just over 
270,000, a far cry from sea¬ 


sons in the ‘90s which 
topped 300,000. 

“(We have) a greater 
reliance than ever on cre¬ 
ativity and thrift." 

Artistic director Jackie 
Maxwell said 2013 was a 
"season of synthesis and 
success," resulting in artis¬ 
tic choices that paid off 
with audiences and critics.

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Women working furiously to finish dresses for Guatemala

a beehive of 
sewing activity

All it takes is a pillow¬ 
case and a sewing 
machine. 

And some sewers will¬ 
ing to take the time to 
help others. 

The machines were set 
up at St. Vincent de Paul 


parish hall Friday, with 
about 15 women sitting 
behind them, turning the 
pillowcases into girls’ 
dresses. 

Some added a bit of 
lace or a pocket, but the 
design was the same, and 
simple. 

Margo Van de Laar had 
already started sewing at 
home, and would be fin¬ 
ishing up at home, if the 
goal of 100 dresses ready 
to ship in about a week’s 
time is to be met. 

The design was chosen 
to allow the women to 
finish the dresses quickly 
- it was the most basic she 


could find, requiring only 
that the shape of the dress 
be cut, from pillowcases 
or fabric, and some bind¬ 
ing to be sewn around the 
armholes and necklines. 

As simple as it is, the 
design is perfect for warm 
climates, and that is 
where the dresses are 
going - to Guatemala, to 
be distributed by Wells of 
Hope, a local organiza¬ 
tion that sends a team of 
volunteers there each 

There is a permanent 
camp, led by Ted van der 
Zalm, whose primary goal 
is to dig wells in 


Guatemala and deliver 
clean drinking water to as 
many people as he can. 
His wife Miriam goes with 
him, teaching sewing and 
hygiene to the women. 
Together, they run Camp 
Esperanza, or Camp of 
Hope, a permanent instal¬ 
lation that allows volun¬ 
teers to stay for weeks or 
months at a time. 

They also build 
schools, houses when 
necessary, bridges - what¬ 
ever is needed to improve 
the lives of the 
Guatemalans living in 
poor rural, mountainous 
communities. 


Some of the women 
furiously stitching dresses 
at the parish hall in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake are 
working with pillowcases 
that have been donated to 
the church, others with 
fabric. To ensure the boys 
of Guatemala and some 
of the older girls don’t 
feel forgotten, some of 
the women are making 
boys’ shorts or tote bags - 
one pillowcase can pro¬ 
duce one of each, if cut 
carefully. 

Women in a quilting 
class in Niagara Falls have 
made another 250 dress¬ 
es, and one woman has 


stiched more than 1,000 
herself, some for 
Guatemala, others to go 
to Tanzania, Uganda or 
India. 

“I love to sew," says 
Gesine Cherniak. 

“Tve made well over 
1,000. I’ve been sewing all 
my life, and people want 
to give me fabric. I can 
sew quickly, so I can make 
a lot of these little dress- 

Anyone who wants to 
donate fabric, pillowcases 
or sheets and decorative 
items such as lace or 
binding, can call Van de 
Laar at 905-468-3838.
